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Agency and department heads are invited to nominate candidates, Men and women in all grades and occupations, in the field, 
overseas, and in the departmental service are eligible. Nominces must meet the ‘‘Basis of Selection’’ criteria established in 
the Announcement (see reverse). They must be employed in one of the career services of the Federal government or by their 
records, be clearly identified as career employees making government service their lifework. 


WIAT TO SUBMIT, Each agency and department head may nominate three candidates by submitting: 
1.. FOUR COPIES of a written statement, no more than five pages in length containing: 
A. Justification in detail for the nomination in terms of the primary considerations noted as the basis for selection. 


B. Human interest factors especially related to the candidate’s career that would give insight into the candidate’s charac- 
ter and assist in promulgation of widespread publicity on the candidate’s selection. 


C. Comments on the candidate’s participation in professional, social and civic activities and organizations, 


D. A list of organizations, (e.g., schools & C, above) and media (professional journals, home town press, etc.) that might 
be interested in the candidate’s selection and thus promote the prestige of public service. 


2. PICTURES of the candidate, including four 8'' x 10'' glossy prints. 
3. FORTY COPIES of a summary statement, preferably one page long, organized as indicated below:

2. Character

3. Service 
At least 10 years (including military service), not necessarily 


all in one agency. This must give evidence of achievement 
and career progression. 
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
